With this 
purview, it is the Subcommittee's intention to conduct a 
purposeful investigation directed toward the enactment of 
new legislation -- a revised version of the Foreign Agents 
Registration Act — which would establish appropriate laws 
and regulations to govern all such foreign-sponsored activity. 

Recognizing the sensitivity surrounding the operations 
of foreign intelligence agencies in this country, I can, as 
chairman of the Subcommittee, assure you that this investi- 
gation will be conducted • with extreme circumspection, that 
all necessary precautipns will be taken to safeguard intel- 
ligence sources and methods, and that the Subcommittee will 
make every effort to avoid anything resembling an executive- 
legislative confrontation.
